SPEAKING WITH TONGUES 


A FRESH BIBLE STUDY ON THIS SUBJECT 
«By Evangelist John R. Rice, Editor 


Multiplied thousands of people 
say that the experience of New 
Testament Christians at Penta- 
cost and elsewhere in speaking in 
other tongues is being repeated 
today. They say that in apostolic 
times Chirstians had “the early 
rain” and that the modern Pente- 
costal movement enjoys “the latter 
rain” blessing mentioned in 
James 5:7; Joel 2:23, and Zecha- 
riah 10:1. Multitudes of these are 
earnest and sincere Christians. 
They say they are happier than 
they ever were before, that they 
themselves have experienced, be- 
yond any shadow of doubt, mirac- 
ulous speaking in tongues, a lang- 
uage they themselves did not 
know, saying words they did not 
understand. They claim that the 
Spirit of God spoke through them. 
They are so positive that what 
they have experienced is of God, 
that many of them admit no room, 
for argument and do not consider 
that they could possibly be mis- 
taken on this matter. 

On the other hand, multiplied 
thousands of Christians say that 
the tongues movement as we now 
have it, is of Satan and not of 


God; that it is contrary to the 
Scriptures; that it is hurtful and 
not helpful and that Christians 
should not seek to speak in 
tongues. 

Why is there such a disagree- 
ment over this question? Why 
cannot earnest Christian people 
come to the same conclusion about 
it? 

In my opinion it is because 
those who believe in speaking 
with tongues and those who do 
not, judge primarily by their ob- 
servation or their experience in- 
stead of weighing the matter pray- 
erfully and humbly by the Word 
of God. 

I have observed rather widely 
the remarkable sweep of this 
tongues movement. I have been 
impressed with the sincerity of 
many who believed in it and 
grieved at the fanaticism and the 
false claims of others who like- 
wise believed that they speak in 
tohgues after the Bible fashion. 
But I know that human exper- 
ience or feeling or impression is 
not a reliable guide in doctrine. 
The only safe course for a Chris- 
tian is to go to the Bible, the 


Word of God, and try everything 
by that holy and infallible stand- 
ard. As far as I know, the Bible 
nowhere teaches that we should 
have a different brand of Chris- 
tianity, different in doctrine or 
practice or power from that of 
New Testament Christians. The 
Bible never says that New Testa- 
ment Christians should talk ‘in 
tongues but.that we should not. 
Again, I say, the way to settle 
this is to go to the Bible and what 
we find there in the New Testa- 


ment on the tongues question will) 


not be out of date. 


And now after prayerful, open- 
hearted study of many years, this 
is my plain conviction; THE 
MODERN TONGUES MOVE- 
MENT IS. NOT WHAT CHRIS- 
TIANS HAD IN THE BOOK OF 
ACTS. Years ago I promised God 
that I wanted what He had for 
me wherever it led me. If I 
needed to speak in other tongues 
to have the power of the Holy 
Spirit such as many Bible Chris- 
tians had, then I wanted Him to 
make it clear to me. I surren-

test. This is the picture which the 
great artist puts before us. 

The second thing I wish you to 
notice is— 

II. The Solemn Searching— 
“Lord, Is It 1?” 

That night they observed the 
Passover. They ate the Passover 
supper. That supper pointed them 
back to the great night when 
Israel was delivered out of the 
house of bondage! 

I would place on your heart to- 
day some statements and would 
get you to answer. That night 
when Jesus was betrayed, the 
Book tells us, Jesus said as they 
did eat: “Verily I say unto you, 
that one of you’ shall betray me.” 
Then we read: “And they were 
exceeding sorrowful, and began 
every one of them to say unto him, 
Lord, is it I? And he answered 
and said, He that dippeth his hand 
with me in the dish, the same shall 
betray me. The Son of man goeth 
as it is written of him: but woe 
unto that man by whom the Son 
of man is betrayed! It had been 
good for that man if he had not 
been born. Then Judas, which 
betrayed him, answered and said, 
Master, is it I? He said unto him, 
Thou hast said.” 

Let us search our hearts a bit 
today.

Ill. The Symbolic Supper— 
“This Is My Body.” “This Is 
My Blood.” 


“And as they were eating, Je- 
sus took bread, and blessed it, 
and brake it and gave it to the 
disciples, and said, Take, eat; this 
is my body. And he took the cup, 
and gave thanks, and gave it to 
them, saying, Drink ye all of it; 
For this is my blood of the new 
testament, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins.” 

The supper was made of such 
simple elements—just bread and 
just wine, the blood of the vine. 
But no costlier supper was ever 
prepared. Bread was the symbol 
of His broken body, symbol of His 
fiesh cut with a scourge, torn with 
thorns, pierced “with nails. The 
wine was a symbol of His shed 
. blood. And that supper showed 
forth His death. That supper set 
' forth a memorial. That supper is 
the supper that called—and now 
calls—to remembrance, That sup- 
per spoke of His coming again. 
That supper demands of us obe- 
dience in its observance. That 
supper makes us to wish that the 
eross should be an experience and 
not a mere hymn in our lives. 
“When I survey the wondrous 

cross, 

On which the Prince of Glory 
died, 

My richest gain I count but loss, 

And pour contempt on all my 
pride.” 
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Sinning After Singing 


There have been suppers that 
cost thousands of dollars, but not 
this supper. There have been sup- 
pers where people paid $100.00 a 
plate, but not this supper. This 
was a symbolic supper, setting 
forth His death upon the cross. 

The next thing I wish we would 
notice is— 


IV. The Sweet Singing — 
“When They Had Sung an 
Hymn.” 

In Matthew 26:30 we find: “And 
when they had sung -.an hymn, 
they went out into the mount of 
Olives.” 

It was night. outside. The sha- 
dows of the buildings were sur- 
rounded with the moonlight. The 
full moon makes strange shadows 
on the world outside, always. And 
so it was that night. “Vanished are 
the color and the glory of the day, 
but there is a face in that upper 
room among faces. It is the face 
of the Christ and the faces of Ga- 
lilean peasants, faces of seekers 
after God, faces of the sons of 
glory, faces that transformed mar- 
ble at the touch of Thorwaldsen, 
faces that haunted De Vinci in 
the chapel at Milan, faces that 
were sculptored by sufferings of 
love, yet tinted by a ray of hope 
as they look at Him, as they hear 
Him, as they adore Him.” Then 
the true spiritual and emotional 
climax of the scene ensues. The 
supreme note of their comrade- 
ship, of their faith, their sacrifi- 
cial daring, sounds on the night— 
“When they had sung an hymn...” 


The mystery beyond words 
seeks melody. Anguish and appre- 
hension flame into holiest art, the 
art of song. “And they went out” 
—into a night of enemies. “And 
they went out’”—<into a night of 
agonies. “And they went out’— 
as a nightingale breasts the dead- 
ly thorn. “And they went out”’— 
as a bird dares a stormy sea. “And 
they went out”—as one who bares 
his breast to the sharp points of 
spears. “And they went out’—as 
a dying swan chants a requiem. 


Into what woven harmony did 
those voices blend in song? I do 
not know, but I have been inter- 
ested in what one man said: “We 
may devoutly imagine Jesus, with 
Peter and James, carrying the vir- 
ile air.” He said that perhaps in 
John we find a high lyric tenor, 
aided by Nathaniel and Matthew. 
I do not know, but this dear friend 
said that thundering below were 
the heavy voices of Thomas, Si- 
mon the Zealot, and Bartholomew. 
That was the bass. And I think 
not in mere imagination, but with 
spiritual intuition, he says that 
James, and Jude and Philip sang 
baritone. Together, facing a night 
of agonies, a night of enemies, a 
night of dread and fear, they 
SING. Perhaps it was the twenty- 
seventh Psalm: “The Lord is my 
light and my salvation; whom 
shall I fear? the Lord is the 
strength of niy life; of whom shall 
I be afraid?” A hymn, a sweet 
hymn! And Jesus sang with them. 


Perhaps we can see how the 
candles are put out. Perhaps if our 
ears are keenly sensitized we can 
hear across the stormy chasms of 
history the door as it swings ajar 
upon its hinges. Surely, remem- 
bering sorrows that have assailed 
us, remembering crosses we have 
had to bear, we can see the cross 
as it lies athwart their going from 
the upper room. 


And this brings us to the pic- 
ture of the sinning of the disci- 
ples after singing with the sinless 
Saviour. 

Now notice— 


V. The Sinning After the 
Singing—“They All Forsook 
Him and Fled” 


Notice the sinning after vows 
of love and loyalty. Matthew tells 
us this: 

“Then saith Jesus unto them, 
All ye shall be offended because 
of me this night: for it is writ- 
ten, I will smite the shepherd, and 
the sheep of-the flock shall be 
scattered abroad. But after I am 
risen again, I will go before you 
into Galilee. Peter answered and 
said unto Him, Though all men 
shall be offended because of Thee, 
yet will I never be offended. Je- 
sus said unto Him, Verily I say 
unto thee, That this night, before 
the cock crow, thou shalt deny 
me thrice. Peter said unto him, 
Though I should die with thee, 
yet I will not deny thee. Like- 
wise also said all the disciples.” 

“IT will go with thee to prison 
and to death”—this is what Peter 
said, “I will go with Thee to pri- 
son and to death’’—‘“Likewise al- 
so said all the disciples.” “Though 
I should die with thee, yet will I 
not deny thee.” “Likewise also said 
all the disciples.” “Though all 
men should be offended because 
of Thee, yet will not I be offend- 
ed,” said Peter. “Likewise also 
said all of his disciples.” 

Notice again the sinning after 
a stirring sermon. 

On the way to Gethsemane Je- 
sus spoke the wonderful words of 
John, the fifteenth chapter, and 
John, the sixteenth chapter. In 
that upper room they had heard 
the fourteenth chapter of John’s 
Gospel. What a message! Yet they 
went out to sin after hearing the 
stirring words of the greatest 
Teacher the world ever knew. 

There have been many stirring 
sermons that have fallen from 
human mouths upon human ears. 
Many times they have been ac- 
companied by the power of the 
Holy Spirit. Stirring sermons 
people have heard, and yet went 
on in sin and went on out to sin, 
out from the sacred sanctuary to 
walk the paths of sin, out from 
under the spell of eloquence in 
preaching to iniquity. The chapter 
written by the disciples in other

Now they go out to face the cri- 
sis of life. One betrayed Him 
with a kiss and precipitated the 
tragedy of the cross. That kiss of 
Judas burned the cheek of Jesus 
like fire. He never got over it. 
Wen Pilate in the judgment hall 
said to Jesus, “Speakest thou not 
unto me? knowest thou not that 
I have power to crucify thee, and 
have power to release thee?

ceived the word of the truth of 
the Gospel. “Of his own will be- 
gat he us with the word of truth,” 


and that Word speaks to the con- 
science, and the power ‘of the 
Holy Ghost produces new life. If 
you believe the Gospel you begin 
as a babe in Christ. As a babe, 
you need food. You need with 
purpose of heart to acquire that 
food which will be for your spir- 
itual nourishment and upbuilding. 
The Apostle Peter’s first letter, 
chapter 2, opening verse, reads, 
“Wherefore laying aside all mal- 
ice, and all guile,*and hypocrisies, 
and envies, and all evil speakings, 
as newborn babes, desire the sin- 
cere milk of the word, that ye may 
grow thereby.” 


Bible Reading Necessary for) 


Growth and Knowledge 


You will never grow, you will 
never make progress, you will 
never really develop as a Chris- 
tian if you neglect your Bible. 
With purpose of heart cleave to 
the Lord and let one evidence of 
your cleaving be.that from now 
on you will never permit a day to 
go by that you do not spend some 
time over your Bible. And as you 
open it, lift your eyes to Him who 
wrote it (for “Holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost”) and ask God to re- 
veal His mind and will to you in 
His- Word, and seek grace to walk 
in obedience to His will. There 
is no other way to make a suc- 
cess of the Christian life. Back 
in the Old Testament, in the book 
of Joshua, there is a verse I like 


to give to young converts, “This 
book of the law shall not depart 
out of thy mouth; but thou shalt 
meditate therein day and night, 
that thou mayest observe to do ac- 
cording to all that is written 
therein: for then thou shalt make 
thy way prosperous, and then 
thou shalt have good success” 
(Josh. 1:8). There you have it! 
You want to make your way pros- 
perous? You want to have good 
success? You want your Christian 
life to count for God? Then do not 
neglect your Bible! 

Some of you may say, “I have 
never been in the habit of read- 
ing the Bible. I do not know how 
to go about it. Frankly, there is 
so much in it I don’t understand.” 
Of course not!’ You can expect 
that in a book from God. “For as 
the heavens are higher than the 
earth, so are my ways higher than 
your ways, and my thoughts than 
your thoughts” (Isa. 55:9). But 
remember God, who wrote it. has 
given you the Holy Spirit. “After 
that ye believed ye were sealed 
with that Holy Spirit of promise” 
(Eph. 1: 13). The Holy Spirit has 
come to dwell in you. You who 
have trusted Christ, your body is 
now the temple of God and ‘the 
spirit of God delights to take the 
things of God and show them to 
you. As you open your Bible, lool: 
up to Him and say, “I do not un- 
derstand it all; but, Lord, by Thy 
Holy Spirit open it up to me,” and 
you will be surprised how He will 
delight to do it. 


Some of you may say, “Shall I 
take it as a whole or by certain 
sections?” I think if I were you I 
would begin immediately to read 
thoughtfully, prayerfully, through 


the Bible—from the first chapter 


Revelation. Perhaps take a chap- 
ier a day—it takes only a few 
minutes; and then after you read 
it, pray over it and look it over 
again and say, “What in this chap- 
ter is for me, what speaks to my 
heart?” If you do. not find 
look to the Lord to 
open it up, wait on Him. Perhaps 
He will answer another question. 
Ask Him or yourself this ques- 
tion, “In what way is Christ pre- 
sented?” Take the first chapter of 
Genesis you are reading through. 
You ask, “In what way is Christ 
presented?” The first chapter says, 
“Let there be light.” Jesus said, 
“IT am the light of the world.” You 
read God made the sun and Jesus 
is called the Sun of righteousness 
(Mal. 4: 2). So wherever you go 
in your Bible you will always find 
something speaking of Him. Then 
look it over and say, “Is there 
anything here I should be care- 
ful to avoid or obey or against 
which I am warned? Is there 
anything God is showing me I 
ought to do?” So read your Bible, 
chapter by chapter, and you will 
find the more dependent you are 
on the Holy Spirit, 
will open up to you. 

I would hike to suggest this to 
you. Besides reading through 
chapter by chapter, I think it will 
be a wise thing for you who have 


own 
something, 


to take a book like the Gospel of 
John and read a chapter of that 
each day, because you know 
John’s Gospel was given especially 
to make known the deity of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. “These are 
written,” John tells us, “that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God: and that 
believing ye might have life 
through his name” (20:31). You 
will find wonderful truths which 
will make the things of God more 
and more real. 

Then if you are able to set apart 
three periods a day, may I sug- 
gest another book. You want to 
learn to pray and praise. Read 
one of the Psalms daily and medi- 
tate on that Psalm. Ask the Spirit 
of God to open it up to you. I can 
promise you this, in a few weeks 
and months, though you may not 
realize it, others will see you are 
growing and developing as a 
Christian. 


Cleave to the Lord in Prayer 
A second thing, you not only 


need to read your Bible in order 
to grow in grace and knowledge, 


but you need to set apart some 
time daily for prayer. Let me 
read a passage from Paul’s epistle 
to the Philippians, chapter 4, 
verse 6, “Be careful for nothing 


(that may be translated, ‘Be not 
anxious about anything.’ It is 
natural for us to be anxious. There 
are so many things to worry and 
distract us); but in everything by 
prayer and_ supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be 
made known unto God.” And 
then he promises that “the peace 
of God, which passeth all under- 
standing, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus.” 

Now, you can be a Christian 
without giving yourself to a life 
of prayer, but you will never be 
a growing, healthy, useful Chris- 
tian if you neglect prayer; and so 
I would urge upon you that with 
purpose of heart you cleave to the 
Lord in prayer—that just as you 
set aside a certain time every day 
for reading the Word, so, in con- 
nection with it, you take time to 
pray. Some of you may say, “I 
do not know how to pray.” Per- 
haps you have not prayed since 
as a child you said, “Now I lay 
me down to sleep.” Perhaps you 
were never even taught that. May 
I suggest, you could not find a 
better model than that given by 
our Lord in what is commonly 
called the Lord’s Prayer. Until you

the Holy Spirit opens your heart 
and lips so you can pour out your 
soul in intercession, take those 
words as a guide in prayer. He 
said, “When ye pray, say, Our 
Father.” It is a wonderful thing 
to be able to say that. You who 
have accepted Christ, only now do 
you have the right to say that. 
You may have used the words be- 
fore but now you are entitled to 
pray and say, “Our Father.” As 
you think of that it would be well 
to say, “God is my Father—and 
just as I go to my earthly father 
and tell him what is in my heart, 
so I can tell Him how I long to 
live for Him, how I want guid- 
ance and help along the way, and 
the supply of my temporal and 
spiritual needs, for He says, ‘Be 
not anxious about anything but 
in everything by prayer and sup- 
plication with thanksgiving let 
your requests be made Known un- 
to God.’ ”’ 

“Hallowed be thy name.” That 
is, He would have you enter into 
a spirit of worship and adoration 
as you come into His presence. 

Pray for the extension of His 
work. “Thy kingdom come.” 

Pray for temporal things. “Give 
us this day our daily bread.” 

Pray for deliverance from trial 
and temptation. “Lead us not in- 
to temptation; but deliver us from 
evil: for thine is the kingdom, and 
the power, and the glory, for ever. 
Amen.” |. 

And I would suggest that you 
accustom yourself to praying out 
loud when you get alone in your 
room where nobody will hear but 
God and you. Half of the victory 
in your prayer life is gained when 
you become accustomed to hear- 
ing your own voice. Many people 
cannot pray in public, because 
they have never become accus- 
tomed to hearing their own voices. 
If you have liberty in praying in 
secret, you will soon have liberty 
in praying in public. Because your 
words seem crude and seem not 
to come all at once, do not discon- 
tinue praying. Continue to cleave 
to the Lord and you will find He 
will open your lips and heart and 
really teach you to pray. 


“Ye Are Not Your Own... 
Ye Are Bought With a Price” 


The last thing I want to say to 
you is this: The one who bore your 
sins is not only your Saviour but 
is your Lord and, Master. There- 
fore you must recognize the fact 
that you are no longer your own. 
Before you were saved, you did 
what you pleased and went where 
you liked. That should be over 
now. You should say, “I am not 
my own. I belong to another. I 
have been bought with a price. 
Therefore I must be careful where 
I go, I must be careful in choos- 
ing my companions. I am called 
to serve the Lord Christ.” In the 
twelfth chapter of the Epistle to 
the Romans there is a very im- 
portant exhortation in the first 
verse: 

“IT beseech you therefore, breth- 
ren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable 
service. And be not conformed to 
this world: but be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mind, 
that ye may prove what is that 
good, and acceptable, and perfect, 
will of God.” 

Do not be discouraged because 
you are not all you hope to be at 
the beginning. Do not be discour- 
aged if you find old things tug- 
ging at your heart and you do 
not see the immeédiate will of God. 
As you become better acquainted 
with His Word and spend more 
time in prayer and walk with 
Him, the more clear all these 
things will become. 

As young Christians you should 


also avail yourselves of the op- 
portunity of coming together with 
the people of God, that you may 
get better acquainted with His 
Word. He wants us to worship 


Him in spirit and in truth. He 
said, “Not forsaking the assem- 
bling of ourselves together as the 
manner of some is” (Heb. 10: 25) 
but to come together and wait 
upon God together “and so much 
the-more, as ye see the day ap- 
proaching.” 

So I can assure you of this—if 


in these things you with purpose 
of heart cleave to the Lord, your 
Christian life will bring joy and 
satisfaction, and you will be used 
in winning others to Christ.

Not a word was spoken in some 
heavenly language not known and 
used by men. The only languages 


tongues, as Christians did at 
Pentecost, was to speak in the 
language of foreigners who were 
present to hear and who under- 
stood the message. That was a 
miracle, but it was a useful mir- 
acle with a definite purpose. What 
those at Corinth spoke may not 
have been a miracle, and besides 
it was unnecssary. Paul rebuked 
them for it.

miracle with a very definite pur- 
pose. It was a sign to these un- 
saved Jews when they heard 
Galileans preaching to them in 
their own language. 


The whole trend of the four- 
teenth chapter of I Corinthians is 


that speaking in another language | 


not known or understood by peo- 
ple present, is utterly useless— 
that five words understood are 
better than 10,000 not under- 
stood; that unlearned people do 
not understand speech in a for- 
eign language or tongue and 
therefore it is forbidden anybody 
to speak in a foreign language or 
one unknown to people present 
except some one present can in- 
terpret it and it be done one at 
a time without confusion so the 
full meaning is made known. 
Paul, the inspired apostle of God, 
spoke much more firmly than I 
am able to do in showing the 
folly of saying anything that can- 
not be understood by those pres- 
ent. First Corinthians 14:16 says: 


“Else when thou shalt bless with | 


the spirit, (but in a foreign lan- 
guage) how shall he that occupieth 
the room of the UNLEARNED say 
Amen at thy giving of thanks, 


seeing he understandeth not what 
thou sayest?” 

Notice that the kind of tongues 
or languages Paul is speaking 
about is the kind that people can 
Educated- people would 
know them in their country where 
they learn many languages. The 
unlearned man would not under- 
stand other languages but his own 
dialect, perhaps, and so an “un- 


learned” person would get no 
benefit from talking in an un- 
known language. There is no 


reference here to some heavenly, 
angelic language. The only kind 
of languages the Bible means 
when it speaks of tongues is the 


kind of languages that various 
nationalities spoke all the time. 
Such languages would be learned 
by the educated but not known by 
the unlearned, except that each 
man would know his own. He 
should not speak in’ that unless 
it were understood. . 

In the same chapter, I Corin- 
thians 14.23 says: “If therefore 
the whole church be come togeth- 
er into one place, and all speak 
with tongues, and there come in 
those that are unlearned, or un- 
believers, will they not say that 
ye are mad?” 

Again we see that Paul is 
arguing against speaking in other 
tongues in a service. He says 
that “unlearned” people and un- 
believers would think people 
were crazy if they talked in for- 
eign languages in the services. 

So we see that to speak in

Chirstians should always be led 


‘of the Spirit, should walk in the) 


Spirit and the Spirit should di- 
rect all that they utter. We are 
particularly warned not to grieve 
the Holy Spirit by bitterness, 
‘evil speech, clamor or lying, fool- 
‘ish jesting (Ephesians, chapters 
4 and 5). .But when the Holy 
Spirit guides our speech or gives 
‘us “utterance,” that does not 
‘mean we know nothing about it. 
The mind and senses do not take 
a vacation when the Holy Spirit 
takes charge! Rather, they are 
‘more keenly alive. At Pentecost 
the apostles knew what they were 
| saying. They deliberately and 
intentionally used the divine 
power given to them to preach 
the gospel to the devout Jews out 
of every nation who were present 
|and to tell them, in their own 
\languages, “the mighty works of 
God.” 

On this very matter Paul warn- 
ed the heretical and carnal people 
of Corinth that their confusion 
in public services was not of God. 
| He said plainly in I Corinthians 
14:30, “If any thing be revealed 
to another that sitteth by, let the 
‘first hold his peace.” Verse 32 
land 33 then say: “And the spirits 
\of the prophets are subject to the 
‘prophets. For God is not the 
| author of confusion, but of peace, 
as in all churches of the saints.” 


The. spirit of a prophet is sub- 
ject to the prophet. That is, the 
prophet knows what he is saying. 
The message God gave him is 
known by the prophet. He knows 


what he is saying and his spirit 2919 BRYAN ST.

At Pentecost the disciples “be- 
gan to speak with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave them UTTER- 
ANCE.” But the world “utter- 
ance” there is the same word 
used of Peter on the same occa- 
Sion in Acts 2:14: Peter... said 
unto them, “Ye men of Judaea 
... preaching his great sermon 
which resulted in so many con- 
versions! Peter knew what he 
was saying and yet the Spirit 
gave him utterance. The same 
Greek word is used again of Paul 
in Acts 26:25 when he said, “I am 


SPEAK FORTH the words 
truth and soberness.” The ut- 
terance of Acts 2:4 was not pas- 
sive. The Spirit gave the utter- 
ance but the disciples knew what 
they were saying and their speech 
was under perfect control just as 
was Peter’s in the fourteenth 
verse and as was Paul’s before 
Festus. When the Spirit gives ut- 
terance, he gives intelligent ut- 
terance, orderly utterance, with- 
out confusion and full of meaning 
to those who hear!

We would have, 
then, mo trouble over speaking 
in tongues. 


Notice carefully that Paul did 
not speak with other tongues at 
his conversion. See Acts 9:3-6. 
Notice again that he did not speak 
with other tongues when he was 
‘filled with the Holy Ghost (Acts 
9:17). 
| If Paul did not need speaking 
in tongues, then certainly we 
'need not think it is required of all 
Chirstians. If he did not have 
it when he was saved or when

| In fact, of all the gifts that the 
Holy Spirit gives, speaking in 
| tongues or languages and inter- 
'preting languages were the last 
mentioned and least important, 
according to the Bible. God some- 
'times gave people the power to 
speak in other languages to the 
people who understood them, and 
to others He gave sometimes the 
miraculous power to understand 
foreign languages so as to inter- 
pret them. Those gifts may still 
be sometimes given — the Bible 
does not say, and I do not know. 
‘If the occasion should arise, God 
| certainly has not closed the door 
on any kind of miracles He should 
desire to work. But of all the 
gifts of the Spirit, these are last. 
For I Corinthians 12:28 says: “And 
God hath set some in the church, 
first apostles, secondarily proph- 
ets, thirdly teachers, after that 
| miracles, then gifts of healings, 
helps, governments, diversities of 
' tongues.” 

The gift given the apostles was

second, third in importance were 
teachers, and the other gifts were 
of declining importance and the 
gift of languages was last!
